States and Territories, to this 
Gettysburg Reunion, and during their 
stay—July 1 to 4—will act as their 
host in sleeping, feeding and entertain- 
ing them: that the Pennsylvania Com- 
mis^ion has made no restriction what- 
ever for Xew York or any other State 
as to how many tli»»y shall send, save 
only that they must be 'only honor- 
ably discharged veterans of the civil 
war." 


'"The Xew York Commission took 


upon itself to ' say that Pennsylvania 
had limited Xew York to 10.000, which 


an untruth, and the Pennsylvania 


Commission has written the Xew York 
Commission, officially, demanding that 
it retract the statement, the whole 
truth being that Xew York started out 
claiming she would bring- 25.000.

"Dear Colonel: I have read your ex- 


traordinary letter published iu The 
National Tribune on March 13. 


"In the first place, you give an ab- 


solutely wrong- impression in respect 
to the numbers that can be accommo- 
dated at Gettysburg, and do not state 
what you should have stated, that Con- 
gress has limited the accommodations 
and the appropriation to 40.000 veter- 
ans in all. Your letter would seem to 
convey the impression that if 100,000 
or more veterans choose to go there 
would be ample accommodations for 
ihem. This, of course, is a misstate- 
ment. and you should hasten to cor- 
rect it. 


"Now. in respect to my statement to 


the Xew York soldiers as 10 the limi- 
tation oi 10.000 or about that number. 


"T nuote here one paragraph of your 


letter which is particularly offensive: 


"The New York Commission .took 


upon itself to say that Pennsylvania 
had limited New York to 10.000. which 
is an untruth, and the Pennsylvania 
Commission has written the New York 
Commission officially, demanding that 
it retract the statement, tbe whole 
truth being that New York started 
r-laiming taat she would bring 25.000:

Bottled Milk and Bottled Germs.

allowing- the excess rnilk to drain back 
over their hands—the same hands that 
have been holding the reins, taking 
care of the horse and accumulating all 
sorts of dirt. 
What good does bottled milk do you if 
it is bottled in this way? You are then 
not only using bottled milk but bottled 
germs. Your baby sickens and dies. 
Your child shows a predisposition to 
tuberculosis—and still in good faith. 
you receive improperly bottled milk 
and think that it is pure and clean. 


Find out how your milk-man bot- 


tles his milk. Point out to him that 
it will pay him to serve clean milk. 
Xo one wants to buy dirty milk and in 
proportion as the milk-man's goods are 
high class, bis customers will increase 
Dirty milk means disease, clean milk 
means health.

Appalling storms of wind, in 


places becoming veritable cyclones, de- 
stroyed whole towns in Nebraska and 
Illinois in the early part of last week. 
'1 he center of the destruction being at 
Omaha. Thousands of people were 
made homeless by the raging winds. 


Following close upon the heels of 


the tornadoes of wind came gigantic 
floods in the Slates of Ohio and Indi- 
ana and the destroying floods have cut 
a path of wreckage down the Ohio 
and Mississippi Valleys.
